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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 75, 76, 80-85, 88, 101, and 102 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) 
contains subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The examiner finds no 
antecedent basis in the specification for the orienting element which orients the 
transducer and a plurality of features thereof. Since this feature was added via 
amendment, it constitutes new matter. 

Claims 75, 76, 80-85, 88, and 101-102 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable 
one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to 
make and/or use the invention. It is unclear what the relationship between the orienting 
element of the claims and the seat of the claims is. It would appear that hey are the 
same feature, but the claims recite them as two different elements. Clarification is 
required. Further, it is unclear how the orienting element orients a plurality of features 
of the transducer or what those features are. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 75, 76, 80-5, 88, 101-102 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. It is unclear what it means to 
orient a plurality of features of a transducer. Clarification is required. 

Claims 1,2, 4-6, 8, 10-21, and 104-125 are allowable. 

Claims 1 , 2, 4-6, 8, 10-21 define over the art of record in that none of the art 
shows the second detection component on a portion of the window, as claimed. Claims 
78 and 100 define over the art of record in that none of the art has the first window and 
second windows oriented in different directions. Claims 80, 87, 101 and 103 define 
over the art of record in that none of the art has the seat arranged to orient the sources 
in the manner recited. Claims 104-125 define over the art of record in that none of the 
art teaches the recited arrangement of pressure ports. 

No art is being applied to claims 75, 76, 80-85, 88, 101, and 102, but the art 
rejection will be revisited upon resolution of the issues under 35 USC 112 first and 
second paragraphs above. 

Applicant's arguments filed 7/27/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
moot in view of the new grounds of rejection. 

Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
